REMARKS

dated July 12, 2004. Claims 1, 10, 11, 18, 26 and 35-36 are pending in this application 
with claims 21-23, 32 and 37 cancelled by the present amendment. No new matter has 
been added. 

In the outstanding Office Action, claims 21-22, 32 and 37 were rejected under 35 
U.S.C. §1 02(b). The cancellation of claims 21-23, 32 and 37 renders this rejection 
moot. 

In the outstanding Office Action, claims 1, 10, 11, 18, 26, 35 and 36 were 
allowed.
